Township  Committee. 

The  discussion  of  street  natters  took 
up  the  principal  part  of  the  time  at  the 
Monday  evening  meeting  of  the  Township 
Committee.  Chairman  Ward  stated  that 
Mias  Fanny  Dodd  desired  to  know  wbat 
proceedings  were  necessary  to  secure  the 
acceptance  of  the  State  street  extension 
by  the  town.  This  exten*m  runs  through 
the  estate  of  the  late  I.  D.  Dodd  from 
Psrk  avenue  to  Belleville  avenue  In 
addition  to  the  establishing  of  a  grade 
and  the  presenting  of  a  deed  of  dedicar 
tion,  Mr.  Benson  suggested  that  the 
committee  require  the  placing  of  monu¬ 
ment  stones  in  new  streets  before  accept¬ 
ing  them.  This  would  »erve  as  a  preven¬ 
tive  of|fut ure  trouble.  1 
Mr.  J.  D.  Gallagher,  on  behalf  of  Mr. 
I’hineasJ.  Ward,  pi  rented  a  dediaatory 
dee.1  of  Hawthorne  street  to  the  town  for 
acceptance.  Tkia  new  stieet.  which  has 
been  opened  through  Mi.  Ward's  property 

emends  from  Washisgton  to  Maolis  Avs. 
Mr.  Gallagher  stated  that  its  prompt 
acceptance  was  very  desirable,  as  prop¬ 
erty  had  been  sold  there  for  building 
purposes  and  the  parties  wanted  to  intro¬ 
duce  city  water.  He  understood  that  it 
was  the  policy  of  the  Water  Company  to 
decline  to  lay  a  main  through  a  street 
unless  the  committee  first  ordered  the 
erection  of  a  hydrant.  He  was  informed 
that  the  Water  Company  had  waived  ttydr 

cu9tomary~~pferogative  in  t'da  case  and 

had  obligingly  agreed  to  run  a  main 
through  Hawthorne  stieet  without  the 
erection  of  a  hydrant. 

After  disposing  of  Hawthorne  street 
Mr.  Gallagher  informed'  the  committee 
that  he  had  another  m&’ler  to  bring 
before  them  relating  to  the  new  street 
recently  laid  out  in  Glen  Ridge.  This  is 
a  street  running  parallel^with  Ridgewood 
avenue,  about  GOO  feet  west  of  that  thor- 
.oughfare.  It  extends  from  Washington 
aveuue  to  Lincoln  stieet  and  was  laid  out 
by  commissioners  appointed’  at  the  last 
term  of  the  court.  When  the  court  meets 
in  Septoiuber  it  will  be  petitioned  to  ap¬ 
prove  of  the  commissioners'  work.  It 
was  therefore  necessary  that  the  nsw 
street  be  pot  to  grade.  In  order  to  do 
this  the  grade  of  Lincoln  street  must  be 
eatalilishe4l.  The  matter  was  refeired  to 
the  R-iad  Committee. 

Mr.  R>  inter  rei.d  red  a  report  relating 
tu“  tile  macadamizing  of  Myrtle  street. 
He  said  that  1  000  yards  of  filling  would 
be  required  to  put  the  stieet  to  grade. 
Where  1-aw  rei  ccs  Brook  crosses  the  street 
at  the  haMfailories  a  fill  ol  thrae  feet  was 
refjuired.  At  the  Prospect  and  Orange 
street  ends  only  a  slight  cut  could  he 
made.  Mr.  Reiiuer  suggested  a  plan 
which  would  furnish  plenty  of  material 
for  filling  ami  also  remedy  the  nuisance 
complained  of  at  tli4»  junction  of  Watses- 
*ing  avenue  and  Dodd  street.  A  pool  of 
wnter  is  hirnied  in  the  roadway  there  on 
the  occasnm  of  a  rain  storm.  He  pro¬ 
posed  to  cut  Myrtle  street  ilown  two  feet 
at  this  point.  This  would  give  a  ready 
(low  to  all  the  water  from  the  several 
streeLs  meeting  them  This  is  probably 

t  he  most  f«Mkfibl4^plan  and  th*  only  way 
to  do  n way  with  the  standiug  water  which 
Is  an  intolerable  nuisance.  It  is  the  plan 
that  should  have  been  carried  out.  when 
Otange  and  Dishl  streets  wer*  macada¬ 
mized.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the 
Road  Committee.
